ments. The hour at which the funeral will 
take place will be decided to-day. Undertak- 
er Main called at the house shortly after 10 
o’clock this morning to get his instructions 
about the funeral. He stated that the casket 
had been made ready. It is of plain oak, 
covered with black broadcloth and having 
Oxidized sliver handles and plate. The in-

The blinds of the residence are all drawn 
down, anidaiso on thatof Mr. Gould’s son, 
Edwin. George Gould and Dr. Munn received 
those who visited the house this morning. A 
mumber of telegrams of condolence have 
Deen received by the family. 

The arrangements forthe funeralof Jay 
Gould are thus announced: Services will be 
held at the house Monday at4p.m. Kev. J. 
R. Paxton of the West Presbyterian Church, 
Rev. Dr. MacOracken of the University of the 
City of New York and Rev. Roderick Terry of 
the Dutch Reformed Church will conduct the 
burial services ofthe Protestant Episcopal 
Church. The clergymen, in addition to the 
ritual of the Episcopal service, will offer ex- 
temporaneous prayers. Music will be ren- 
dered by a qnartette from the cholrof Rev. 
Pr. Paxton’s church. There will be no 
formal addresses by the clergymen. 

Mr. Gould’s body willthis afternoon be 
placed in the casket, which will rest on 
pedestals on the ground floor in the corner of 
the house. After the funeral services the 
members of the family will take their last 
look atthe features of the dead financier. 
Tuesday morning the body will 
be taken to Woodlawn Ceme- 
tery and placed in the family vault 
beside that of his wife. whose death he never 
ceased tomourn. H. Q. French, the archi- 
tect who designed and builtthe mausoleum, 
isto-day at the cemetery in Woodlawn, 
making arrangements for the interment. 

It was announced that Mr. Abram Gould of 
St. Louis, the brother of the deceased, was 
momentarily expected from the West to at- 


tend the funeral, 

The mourners at the funeral will include 
the following members of the immediate 
family: Mr. and Mrs. George J. Gould, Mr. 
and Mrs. Kdwin Gould, Miss Helen M,. Gould,

HARSH WORDS ABOUT THE DEAD, 

LOrpon, Dec. 8.—In speaking of the death 
of Mr. Gould, the St. James Gacette calls him 
the ‘‘Gambler Millionaire,’’ and says: ‘‘The 
most typical marauder of the age is dead. In 
his reckless contempt of honor, justice, 
mercy or morality he transcends the 
giant speculators of the world. He leaves 
behind millions of dollars accumulated by 
gambling, swindlingand fraud. We do not 
like to speak lllofthe dead, but there is no 
other way to describe Gould and the methods 
by which he acquired his enormous 
fortune.’’ 

All other English papers eee similar 
leading editorials on the subject of Gquld’s 
death and some give sketches of his Ife 
and describe his daring operations. 


Action in St. Louis.

BEHRING SEA TRIBUNAL. 


The President Signs the Commissions of 
United States Arbitrators. 
WASHINGTON, D, C., Dec. 8.—The formal 
preliminary steps in regard to the Behring 
Sea tribunal of arbitration, which is to 
meetin Paris on the 238d of February next, 
were taken by the President on behalf of 


the United Statesto-day. He signed the 
commissions of Judge John W. Harlan of 


Kentucky, Associate Justice ofthe Supreme 
Court, and Senator John T. Morgan of Ala- 
bama, asthe two arbitrators on the part of 
the United States, and of John W. 
Foster, the present Secretary of State. 


as agent for the United States before the ar- 
bitration tribunal. Under the terms of the 
treaty, the case of each government was de- 
livered Sept. 1, and the countercases of each 
side should have been delivered some time 
ago. Itis said to bea carefully suppressed 
state secret, not hinted at till now. 

The whole proceedings ofarbitration came 
very near being broken off by the United 
States on account of the fallure to present 
the British (or Canadian) counter case 
contemporaneously with the counter-case 
which the United States itself sumbitted in 
good faith promptly ontime. Iti!is said that 
for some days cabel messages were exchanged 
between the two Governments which, wben 
called for, as they probably will be, by a Sen- 
ate resolution of inquiry, will make mighty 
interesting reading, provided they can be 
made public without injury to the public 
service. However, the danger of breaking 
off the negotiations, once soimminent, it Is 
now understood, is happily tided over, and 
anextension of time has been granted for 
filling counter cases till Feb. 3 next, and the 
arbitrators wlil meet in Paris, Feb. 23. 

In answer to inquiries it is stated that Mr. 
Foster’s formal designation as agent—a posl- 
tion which he -practicaily filled before his 
appointmentas Secretary of State—will not 
necessitate his resignation of the State port- 
folio. 


A SILVER WOMAN. 


Crowning Piece of Montana’s World’s 
Fair Exhibit. 

CHicaGco, Ill., Dec. 8.—The exhibit which 
will probably attract more attention than 
any other at the World’s Fair next year will 
be astatue in the Montana State building. 
The statue will be that of a woman eight feet 
hign, including the pedestal, and of solid sil- 
ver. The intrinsic worth of the silver is 
$35,000, and the sculptor is to receive $15,000 
for his work. It will be modeled after the 
severely Greek style of sculpture. A single 
garment will adorn the statue, leaving 
the arms, neck and bust exposed and ex- 
tending tothe knees. On her head will De a 
diadem. Inher left hand, which is raised 
above her head, she will hold the scales, in 
which gola and silver balance each other, 
thus es Montana’s stand on the 
silver question. In her right hand, which 
falls at her side, will bea drawnsword. she 
stands on a globe two feet in diameter, 
which will represent Mother Earth floating 
in the ether.

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WIDENING BREACH. 


Trouble Ahead for the Incoming 
Administration. 


SENATOR HILL DETERMINED UPON SE- 
LECTING HIS COLLEAGUE. 


Democrats Differ on the Bank Tax Plank— 
Populists Threaten a Rump Legisla- 
ture in Kansas—Fusion Effected in Ne- 
braska—Cleveland Said to Favor an 
Extra Session. 


New YORK, Dec. 8.—A Washington corre- 
spondent telegraphs the following toa Dem- 
ocratic paper ofthiscity: ‘*There are a good 
many rocks ahead forthe Democratic party 
and the most imminent isthe clash between 
Cleveland and Hill, It seems inevitable.’’The 
New York politician who said this to-day 
voices a very general fear feltin Washing- 
ton. Mr. Hill’s friends alreadyin Washing- 
sonare quite sure that his colleague from 
New York will be of his own choosing. Itis 
said by a gentleman who to someextent en- 
joys Senator Hili’s confidence, that the sen- 
atorial deal had been consummated and that 
it only awaited the final sanction of the 
Legislature. The name of the man whois to 
deliver the Senatorial prize was not divulged, 
but it may be assumed that Senator Hill de- 
sires the election of Edward Murphy, Jr., of 
Troy. Itisclaimed that Hill will have the 
map of his choice, andthat Mr. Cleveland’s 
views or wishes will have no weight in the 
matter. Senator Hill has made his plans to 
have a Senatorial colleague who will work 
hand and hand with himself. The 
Senator’s friends are already boast- 
ing that he will be able, with the 
ald of his Democratic associate, to practical- 
ly control Federal patronage in New York 
without asking favors ofthe President. Sen- 
ator Hill intends, it issaid,to be ina position 
where he can compel President Cleveland to 
send to the Senate for confirmation such ap- 
pointments from the Empire State as will be 
acceptable to Tammany. It is_ not 
claimed that he will insist on having 
only Tammany men appointed. The 
plan is to prevent the selection of any one 
who would be obnoxious to Senator Hill. The 
first and main thing the Senator requires is 
that Mr. Clevelandin making appointments 
from New York shall consider whether the 
applicant would be objectionable tohim and 
the dominant element of New York Democ- 
racy. 

The Cleveland men here admit that the new 
Senator will be fully in accord with Mr. Hill, 
no matter whether Mr. Murphy, Gov. Flower 
or Lieut. -Gov. Sheehanis chosen. It is as- 
serted with positiveness that the New York 
Senators will stand together, and that their 
influence in Washington will be very great, 

With the Senate almost evenly divided and 
the Republicans anxious to seearow in the 
Democratic camp, it willalways be possible 
for Hill to hold up confirmations. 

There are a number of Senators on the 
Democratic side who have a great liking for 
Mr, Hill, and there are others who would al- 
so hesitate,if called upon to vote for confirm- 
ingan appointment that was objectionabie 
tohim. Nobody supposes for a moment that 
Mr. Cleveland will yield, to Senator Hill. 
The political gossips, in discussing the sub. 
ject to-day, seemed to think that the two 
leaders would simply lock horns and fight it 
out, with the whole nation for spectators. 

Itissaid by parties who have seen both 
Mr. Hill and Mr. Cleveland since the election 
that both are determinedto stand on their 
dignity and fight rather than give in one 
inch. Itissaidthat Mr. Cleveland will go 
forward and make appointments entirely 
agreeable to himself, though it is thought ex- 
Secretary.Whitney and other Cleveland lead- 
ersin New York willadvise that Tammany 
be given a large share of te New York pat- 
ronage. This will no doubt be done, but it Is 
equally certain that some of the best places 
within the President’s gift willbe given to 
the most pronounced enemies of Senator Hill. 

The latter will not be able to do anything 
during the recess. but will be very sure to 
take his revenge when Congressis in ses- 
sion. A new reason is given forthe effort to 
make Mr. on Senator. It is well Known 
that Senator Hill dislikes department poll- 
tics, He does not intend to go around asking 
for clerkshipsand other appointments that 
are at the disposalof the members of the 
Cabinet. There will bea great deal of such 
work to be done, and Mr. Hill desires tlie co- 
operation of an active gentieman like Mr. 
Murphy who has a taste for that sortof 
work. Mr. Murphy hasa great aptitude for 
interviewing, and knows the party workers 
in New York State even more intimately than 
Senator Hill does. 


SNAP JUDGMENT. 


OSBORNE TAKES POSSESSION OF THE WYOMING 
GOVERNORSHIP. 


CHEYENKE, Wyo., Dec. 8.—Quite a number 
of the leading Democrats as well Republ- 
cansof Wyoming were surprised yesterday 
when John E. Osborne, the Governor-elect, 


issued the following proclamation: 

In obedience tothe Constitution and laws of the 
State of Wyoming, 1, John E. Osborne, do hereby 
make proclamation that having been duly elected 
by the qualified voters of the State of Wyoming to 
the offiee of Governor ofthe State, to fill the vacan- 
cy in the office occasioned by the resignation of 
Francis E. Warren, heretofore elected and qualified 
as Governor. and there being noe Board of State Can- 
vassers authorrved to canvass the returns and de- 
clare the result of saia election, and the returns 
from the several boards of County Canvassers now 
on file in the office of the Secretary of state showing 
that I nave been unquestionably elected to the office 
of Governor, 1 have duly and jegally qualified as 
Governor of the State, andam now said Governor, 
and 1 do call upon alitrue and loyal citizens of the 
State to respect my authority as to such office, and to 
aid me in enforcing the laws and seeing that justice 


in all things is done.

Citizens  be- 
came indignant and threatened to 
blow open the safe at the Capitol 
building to bm geen Osborne from getting 
possession of the sealsand State papers, but 
wiser counsel prevailed and Osborne was left 
in charge iast night. Osborne’s election is 
conceded, but the citizens desire that he be 
regularly installed and at the proper time.

Talks with a number of 
Democratic Represémtatives shows that a 
Gifference of opinion®xists on this question, 
Many Democrats fromthe East and West are 
absolutely opposed to doing anything what- 
ever with reference to State banks, while 
many representativeg from the South, voic- 
ing the demands of their constituents for a 
larger currency, insist that the piank In the 
Democratic platform shall be given practical 
effect. Representative Livingston of Georgia, 
said to-day that he wasin favor of keeping 
this and every other pledge given to the 
people. The ple, he added, were now 
studying politics, and the party which did 
not Keep its pledges would be left behind at 
the polls, 


GETTING ANXIOUS, 


DEMOCRATS LOSING FAITH OF SECURING THE 
SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8.—The Demo- 
crats are getting uneasy about the Senate. 
The reports from Wyoming, Nebraska and 
Kansas cast a doubt upon the 
earlier assumption that there would 


be forty-four Democrats inthe Senate, It is 
thought that Stearn White (Dem.) will be 
elected from Californtnia, butit is not cer- 
tain. The only thing thatis absolutely sure 
is the election of Democrats in New 
York and Wisconsin. But in- 
cluding California and counting on 
Kyle as a Democrat thé Democrats can now 
reckon on but forty-three votessure. They 
are despondent about Wyoming, Kansas and 
Nebraska, and are in doubt about being able 
to organize the Senate Onless they can make 
a deal with Stewart more than the under- 
standing they now have. 


POLITICAL NOTES. 


DEMOCRATS AND POPUILSTS ALLIED IN NE- 
BRASKA. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 3,—A secret meeting of 
the leading Democrats and Independents was 
held here Thursday night. Reporters were 
excluced, but the gist of the proceedings was 
given out yesterday. The meeting was called 
to outline the programme to be fol- 
lowed at the coming session of the 
Legislature and an agreement was en- 
tered into whereby the members of the two 
parties will act togettler. So far as the 
organization of the two houses is concerned 
the Democrats are to have the Senate officers 
and appointees and the Independents the 
Dower House. No agreement was made so 
far as the United States Senator is concerned, 
but a general understanding is that fusion 
will be entered. 


THE NEXT SENATE. ; 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 8.—Senator Aale 
of Maine arrived here té-day. Speaking of 
the organization of the Benate after March 
4 he said that he did not 


think the Republicans ought to make any 
effort to make the organigation. They ought 
and in his opinion would allow the Demo- 
crats and Populists to take the organization. 
‘‘If we do not,’’ he gaid, ‘‘we_ shall 
have the responsibility without the power 
to do orto prevent anything. If we get the

IN THE COURTS, 

SALEM, Ore., Dec, 3.—The Secretary of State 
has not yet begunacanvass of the election 
returns pending the mandamus proceedings 
which are to be instituted in the State Circuit 


Court, to test the legality ofthe ballot upon 
which the name of Pierce, the Populist-Dem- 
ocratic elector, appeared twice. Chair- 
man Bolse of the Republican State Com- 
mittee says he has prepared an alter- 
nating writ of mandamus to restrain the 
Secretary of State from counting the votes 
cast for Pierce in the counties where his 
name was printed twice on the ballots. If 
the Secretary of State should be restrained 
from counting these votes Pierce will be 
about 1,200 votes behind the lowest candidate 
on the Republican ticket. The case will be 
taken to the Supreme Court immediately. 


CLEVELAND FAVORS AN EXTRA SESSION, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Among well informed 
Democrats the impression exists that Presi- 
dent-elect Cleveland has practically made up 
his mind that an extra session of Congress 
will be necessary. 

The men who have formed that opinion do 
not belong to the class of mine-reading poli- 
ticlans, but they believe an extra session will 
be called because of things Mr. Cleveland 
said before starting on his shootingtrip. To 
one of these he disclosed his conviction that 
it would be impossible to avoid an extra ses- 
sion because of the condition of the 
treasury.’’

TOOK FIRST VOWS. 


Several Young Ladies Receive the White 
Veil at Maryville 


AN IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY IN THE 
BEAUTIFUL CONVENT CHAPEL. 


Relatives and Friends of the Young 
Novices Witness the Ceremony Which. 
Cuts Their Beloved Ones Off From the 
World—Father Grimmelsman, 8. J., 
Preaches the Sermon. 


Six young girls, on the threshold of wom- 
anhood, having made their choice between 
the world and the service of God, Knelt at the 
altar in the beautiful chapelof the Convent 
and Institute of the Sacred Heart this 
morning and received the white vell. About 
two hundred and fifty persons, among them 
many of the relatives and friends of the 
novices, devoutly bared their heads while 
the solemn ceremony was performed. 
Deeply affecting was the scene while these 
young lives were being consecrated 
to the divine work, and tears 
were shed by fathers and mothers, 
sisters and brothers of the candidates, not 
tears that sear the eyes and wring the 
heart, but tears of gladness and thanksgiv- 
ing to God for the step that was being taken.

After the mass the novices were led by the 
Sister of novicesthrougho the choir and re- 
ceived from each religious and nun the kiss 
of peace. The young girls were also saluted 
by their relatives.

SLAIN BY A WOMAN,

Thomas H. Boyd, a Washington Editor, 
Shot to Death. - 


THE MURDERESS FOUND CARESSING 
HER VICTIM’S CORPSE. 


Attempted Assassination of a Witness in 
a Criminal Case—Negro Riddled With 
Bullets by a Mob-—Confessed to Five 
Homicides—Burglars Captured — Gen- 
eral Crime News. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 8.—Thomas Hender- 
son Boyd was killed late last night by his 
mistress, a Miss Burns, at 310 James street, 
this city. Miss Burns telegraphed Boyd yes- 
terday to come over from Olympia, where he 
was employed as editor of the Olympian, 
which he did, and registered at the Occi- 
dental Hotel. She met him thereand together 
they went to the house where the murder was 
committed and where she has rooms. Hardly 
had the man entered the room when the 
woman fired four shots at him. Officers who 
heard the reportof the shots responded at 
once, and found the murderess leaning over 
the dead manand kissing him and Calling 
him husband. On examination it was found 
that two of the shots had taken effect, one 
in the left temple and the other through the 
body, velow the navel. The other shots 
went wide of their mark. Miss Burns 
is of Spanish descent and bears a 
bad reputation. She is under arrest. 
Boyd was 40 years old, was born in Philadel- 
phia and came ofa highly respectable faml- 
ly It is said his father, who died recently in 
Philadelphia, was quite wealthy. His mother 
and sisters still live in the Quaker City. Miss 
Burns says she does not Know why she shot 
Boyd. She admitted she had never been 
married tothe man, but declares that he 
took her from a house of ill-repute with the 
understanding that he would make her his 
wife, 


CRIME NEWS, 


ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION OF MURDER CASE 
WITNESSES. 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 8.—The police were 
greatly startled last nigtrt by an attempt to 
murder Nathan Zuckerman and Charles L. 
Kline, two witnesses in the Coroner’s in- 
quest into the killing of Francesco Carizzo, 
an Italian with a bad record. Carizzo was 
shot and killed on Thanksgiving eve by 
Patrolman Hill duringa bloody struggle fol- 
lowing an attempt by Hill and Patrolman 
Dempsey to arrest him, A mass-meeting 


of Italians was held a few days later and the 
policemen were hotly denounced as killing 
Carizzo without provocation. Money was 
subscribed to prosecute thédm. Zuckerman 
and Kline testified before the coroner that 
Carizzo used a knife on Dempsey during the 
fight. Last night Binjanso de Stefano, 21 
years of age, who came from Italy six 
months ago, wentto Zuckerman’s house on 
Hill street and shotathim. Kline, who lives 
next door, appearedand deStefano sent a 
bullet after him, Neither took effect. The 
pottes heard the shots and captured the 
talian aftera hard chase. De Stefano at 
once tied a red rag around his left arm, and 
resisted its being taken off so flercely that it 
could not be removed until the station was 
reached. As he wastakentoacell he calle 
out, *‘ Wait until to-morrow.’’

Supt. White Recommends a System of 

Pensions for Widows and Minor Chil-

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 3.—Capt. James 
E. White, General Superintendent of the 
Railway Mail Service,in his annual report 
Says: During the year ended June 380, 1892, 
the service handled and distributed 9, 245,994, - 
7756 pieces of mail matter In transit; 325,- 
689,129 +pleces prepared for city delivery, 
and 18,178,685 pouches, cases and pieces of 
registered matter, making the enormous 
total of 9,589,862,589 pieces of mail matter of 
all classes handled and distributed, an in- 
crease of 7.37 per cent over 1891. Of 
the 9,245,994,775 pieces of ordinary 
mail matter handied and Alstributea 
only 1,691,889 were incorrectly distributed, 
showing but one error for every 
6,466 pieces handled. The public, however, 
was responsible for 9,816,000 pleces, which 
could not be forwarded, owing to insufficient, 
incorrect or illegal address, and that of this 
large number (an increase of 2,066,346 over 
1891) 8,581,448 could never be forwarded to the 
persons addressed nor returned to the send- 
ers owing to tne absence of information upon 
which either could be located. 

Capt. White renews his recommendation 
for Congressional action permitting the 
Postmaster-General to pay the sum of $1,000 
to the widow and minorchildren of each 
permanent clerk who loses his ilfe 
while on duty; for additional pro- 
vision for the injured; renews his 
recommendation for a superannuation act; 
also strongly renews his recommendation for 
an act permitting an organization of the 
clerical force, and asks foran appropriation 
of $80,000 to permit the employment of a force 
of 100clerks,to be Known as an auxiliary 


corps. 
MONEY IN CIRCULATION. 

The Treasury Department’s monthly circu- 
lation statement shows a net increase in the 
circulation during last monthof $8,660,581.

TIDE OF IMMIGRATION, 

The annual report of W. D. Owen, Super- 
intendent of Immigration, shows thac 579,663 
immigrants arrived in thiscountry during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1892. There 
were returned 2,891, who came in vio- 
lation of the law. Of this number 
1,768 were contract laborers. The law 
adopted March 3, 1891, the report says, 
has exercised a wholesome and deterrent 
effect upon immigration, especially upon the 
undesirable classes. The character of the 
immigrants arriving during the past year 
was greatly superior tothat of many previous 
years.

In his various pursuits he has 
always been very successful, accumulating a 
large fortune. Mr. Thomas is one of the 
heaviest real estate ownersin Portland, his 
business Dipcks and. houses being scattered 
all over the whole city. He was a real es- 
tate owner as long ago as the great fire, and 
lost heavily in that conflagrat’on. 

In politics Mr, Thomas has represented the 
city of Augusta, but he will be longest re- 
membered as the first war Mayor of Port- 
land, serving the first two years of the war.

The most successful beast-tamers are gen- 
erally small, wiry fellows with plenty of 
nerve anda good stock of trade secrets, de- 
rived fromthe close study of wild animals.

Prime’s weekly bulletin is devoted chiefly to corn 
and is very bullish.

Hay scarce and high. Mills report liberal sales of 
mill feed to farmers, but flourtrade slow. Winter 
wheat needing moisture and protection by snow, 
Ground bare and frozen hard, but favorable con- 
ditions otherwise. Freegingand thawing make bad 
roads and no grain of any kind moving towards rail- 
road stations. 

Dornbusch of Nov. 19 says: Thetgeneral tenor of 
our advices from India isin favor of the coming 
wheatcrop; the seed was sown under circumstances 
which practically insured a good start for the piané, 
and with normal weather inthe nextfew monthsa 
full harvest should result; meantime the outlook is 
too uncertain to form a basis for com mercial action. 
Trade up country and at the seaboard is exceedingly 
quiet for both wheat and seed, and shipments con- 
tinue moderate. 


Portland, Ore.—There ts no abatement in wheat re- 
ceipts from the eastern section, which continue very 
large, and local warehouses are rapidly filling up. 
The Valley is forwarding rather less than late 
averages of wheat and flourand movement in that 
direction is likely to be small from this time on, ta- 
less there should be a revival of high prices for 
grain, which seems unlikely to oceur for quitea 
while. Trading, both on the spot and in the country} 
markets, ruled ver quiet, very few im- 
portant transactions having occurred, or at least 
made public. 


The London Corn Trade List (Beerbohm’s) of Nov. 
19, inits review of the British graim trade, says: 
**There is no change to note in the general position 
of the trade; nor has any special new featare pre- 
sented itself during the past week. Millers general- 
ly hold large stocks, onthe ground that as the pres- 
entlevel of prices, the margin of possible loss ought 
to be reduced to a minimum. It is, however, 
weary work waiting for an improvement so 
long expected, and apparentiy as far o 
as ever. l’erhaps the best feature is that the con- 
sumptive demand is somewhat increasing, as is, of 
course, natural with the close approach of winter; 
but both Russia and America are still sending more 
wheat (ana flour) to the importing countries than 
the latter require for their present needs; while in 
the United States the visibie supply east of the 
Rocky Mountains now reaches the enormous bulk of 
87,000,000 bu. The perpetual presence,so to speak, 
of this hage quantity, acteas a veritable drag upon 
the market, and is additienaliy depressing 
from the fact that it not only af- 
fords a _ certainty that the European de- 
mand, for some time at least, can be easily met, but 
it is also evidently causing Russia to hurry forward a 
greater proportion of heravailiabie surpius than 
usual, with the result that in the four months from 
Sep 1 to Dec 31 weshall have to carry a larger pro- 
portion of the season’s total supply than usual: 
Perhaps the only matter for satisfaction in 
this connection is that these supplies are being 
obtained at extraordinarily low prices, thus atany 
rate greatiy reducing the chances of future losses, 
Among the continental importing countries Italy 
now takes the largest proportion, and the fact that 
these very low prices do not tempt the usually 
shrewd French importers is taken as an indication 
that France will need to import gelatively avery 
spall quantity this year. It has fre- 
quently been stated in those columns 
that the very large consigniments of American flour 
have been responsible for much of the undue de- 
pression in the wheat trade; inthis connection, 
therefore, itis a significant fact that a large Minne- 
apvlis milling company is reducing its output by one- 
haif for ‘‘iack of demand.’’ A similer course of 
action by other American millers would lead to ha 
py results both for the Americanand English mill- 
ers, for there is no doubt abous the overproduction 
of flour in the United States.

A Traveler’s Description of the Country 
Around the Great River. 
Seattle Dispatch to Chicago Times. 

J. W. Black, up tothe timeof his depart- 
ure a teller in the First National Bank of 
Fairhaven, and Henry Wirth, another prom- 
inent young man of that city, returned re- 
turned recently from one of the most remark- 
able tri ever made into the interior of 
Alaska. go 
which time was spen 
valley of the Yukon, 
that mighty riverin the northwest te 
entirely across Alaska to Behring Sea. 

The story of their trip is well calcu 
dispel many of the usions which t! 
ate reports of the 
transportation companfes 
Alaska have hada tendency to create, not as 
regardsthe scenic glories either of the in- 
terior or the coast, but as tothe extent and 
value of the gold discovertes and the condl- 
tions of life in the vast valley of the Yukon. 
, bY conversation last evening Mr. Black 
said: 

**You ask aboutthe Yukon. Itisa mighty 
river 2,700 miles long, Iam told, and I know 
itis fifteen miles wide at Ft. Yukon, 1,000 
miles above its mouth, and that Its average 
width from there to Behring Sea is fully 
four miles. Itis ninety miles wide at the 
mouth. It isnavigable for over 2,000 miles 
from June 1 to Oct. 1, though there is some 
floating ice during part of thistime. Its cur- 
rent runs at the rate of six or seven miles an 
hour. The valley is very grand in places,and 
in others is as dreary and utterly desolate as 
you can imagine, For #0 miles above the 
river’s mouth it is absolutely treeless, the 
only vegetation being moss and swam 
grass. Furtherupthereits a dense growt 
of scrubby timber, bull pine and spruce. In 

laces even up as faras Ft. Yukon the valley 

s fully 200 miles wide. 

‘*It abounds in game—moose, caribou and 
bear, while during the short summer there 
are myriads of geese, ducks and swan, 80 
plentiful that we killed many of them with 
clubs to save ammunition. Though there is 
frost there every month in the year, the mer- 
omy at midday in summer sometimes rises ag 
high es 110 degrees in the shade. The great 
valley is practically uninhabited, except b 
Indians, and the climatic conditions are suc 
that itis never lkely to be populated by 
white people. 

**There are many a Indians, those in 
the interior being tall, well formed and of 
much finer appearance than the ones we see 
about here. The Jananas, living far up on 
the Janana River, which, the way, isa 
large navigable tributary of the Yukon, Dut 
is not on the maps, are a wild, flerce tribe, 
among whom the missionaries have never 
yet ventured. Some of the missionaries have 
undoubtedly done a good deal of good, but it 
seems to be the general opinion up there 
that most of them are ‘on the make’ and 
gladly profit by opportunities to sell the 
natives Bibies and other articles of Christian 
make at astoundingly bigh prices. 

‘Of course,I am ready to admit thatAlaska, 
asa whole,isa ‘great country’ in pointof 
size, and it undoubtedly bas great resources, 
but, in my opinion, most of the published ac- 
counts of ts attractions and riches are very 
highly colored to suit the great trading and 
transportation companies which have large 
interests there.’’ ;

TORTURED A BOY. 


Charges of Extreme Cruelty Against Na- 
val Officers. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 8.—A morning 
paper publishes a sensational story to the 
effect that charges of extreme cruelty will 
be preferred against Commander Thomas 
Nelson of the Untted States steamship 
Adame. It states that Executive Officer 
Adams and Master-at-Arms Keating will also 
be included in the charges. It is alleged that, 


acting under Commander Nelson’s orders, 
Adams and Keating cruelly tortured an ap- 
prentice boy named August Lotzick and 
that he is dangerously ill and filable 
to dle. Motzick, who is a small sized 
German boy 17 years old, shippedas an ap- 
prentice onthe Adams, priorto her cruise 
to Benring Sea last spring, fromthe Boys’ 
and Girls’ Aid Society of this city. The 
wt aed saysthatafterthe sbip had been ia 
ehring Sea some timethe sallors were de- 
nied fresh water for washing purposes, but 
that this water was allowed to the Chinese 
servants of the officers and that the officers 
themselves received a double allowance. 
The men were afraidtouse the salt water 
for washing purposes, for fear of scurvy and 
the general effect on the health. So they 
did not wash at all and soon were 
in a filthy concition and covered 
with vermin. Finally Motzick was 
sent forward bythe sailors as a committee 
to ask Commander Nelsonfor fresh water. 
The Commander asked the boy what he 
wanted water for and the boy said he wanted 
it toclean himself. Itis stated that there- 
upon Nelson ordered Executive Officer 
Adams to take the boy out and scrub him; 
that Adams turned the apprentice over to 
Master-at-Arms Keating, who witha squad 
of men tied the boy down and scrubbed his 
back with canvas, sandand salt water until 
it bled. They then drenched him with 
salt water, AS a result of this 
treatment the boy’s back was 
in a terrible condition. Running sores 
formed on his back, and his condition became 
critical. The Adams is on her way to San 
Francisco from Behring Sea and is exected 
herein afew days. ‘the story was brought 
down by the sailors on the United States 
steamship Mohican, which arrived a short 
time ago. The paper says that a careful in- 
vestigation confirms the story, and that 
friends and guardians of young Motzgick will 
prefer charges of cruelty against Master-at- 
Arms Keating, Lieut. Adams and Capt. 
Nelson as s00n as the Adams returns.

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THE MILE IN THE COCOANUT. 

The Chicago JInter-Ocean and several! 
other of our Republican contemporaries 
are urging Atty.-Gen. Miller to institute 
proceedings against the Reading Coal 
Trust under the anti-trust law recently 
passed by Congress. Why does not the 
Attorney-General do his duty? Why do 
not the various district attorneys for the 
district courts, having jurisdiction, do 
their duty? 

There can hardly be a question of the 
constitutionality of the law. It was 
unanimously approved by the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate on which sat sev- 
eral eminent lawyers. Ex-Senator Ed- 
munds, who is conceded to be one of the 
most learned constitutional lawyers in the 
country, declares there is no flaw what- 
ever in the measure. But even if the con- 
stitutionality of the law could be ques- 
tioned, why not testit? It was enacted 
for the purpose of breaking up trusts, and 
the Coal Trustis probably the most op- 
pressive and cruelof all. The law remains, 
however, a dead letter on the statute 
books because it is not enforced. It is the 
duty of the Department of Justice to apply 
it, and carry out the wish of Congress and 
demand of the people. 

That demand is becoming moreand more 
universal and the hard exactions of the 
Trust more and more oppressive. The 
combination has not only advanced the 
price of anthracite coal, but the price of 
all other coals has gone up in consequence, 
It has increased the cost of heat and light 
to all classes and to all communities. It 
will prove the cause of incalculable suffer- 
ing during the winter unless it is promptly 
broken by the power of the courts. 

Under such conditions it seems amazing 
that no step has been taken by the law 
officers of the Government to crush the 
conspiracy. There must be an explana- 
tion. Is it to be found in the fact that the 
pious Mr. Wanamaker, a Cabinet officer, 
is deeply interested in the continuance of 
the Trust, and in the further fact that Mr. 
Elkins, another Cabinet officer, has a 
powerful and purely selfish motive for 
keeping up the price of coal?

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SELL THE FRANCHISES. 


The Municipal Assembly has under con- 
sideration numerous applications for street 
railroad franchises. What will it do 
about them? 

Some of the franchises asked for are of 
great value. There is in particular a hot 
contest among the street railroad magnates 
and promoters for the right of way over 
the Tayon avenue bridge, which by reason 
of its location with reference to the new 
Union Depot is the key to the north and 
south systems of railways. The city is 
entering upon anew era of growth and 
prosperity and the rights sought from the 
Assembly will be worth millions of dollars 
to the individuals and corporations re- 
ceiving them. ‘ 

What will the granting of them be worth 
to the city? 

The millions which will be realized from 
the new franchises granted by the city 
will not merely be the legitimate profits 
of individual investment and enterprise, 
but a large share of them will be the reo- 
sult of the community’s growth and work. 
As the grantor of the valuable privileges 
and the chief contributor to the wealth 
accruing from them the city is entitled to 
a fair portion‘of the profits. 

With new growth are new needs. The 
demand for public improvements presses 
hard upon the revenue. There is now 
complaint of the lack of funds for public 
work necessary to the health, comfort and 
convenience of the people. The ex- 
perience of the past should be a guide for 
the future. If the franchises granted 
heretofore, out of which enormous private 
fortunes have been accumulated, had been 
disposed of with/a view to the city’s rights 
and interests the municipality would now 
be enjoying a cae cap ES Ai increasing 
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incoge which would provide funds for 
public improvements,and would gradually 
reduce the burden of taxatign. 

The policy of disposing of franchise 
privileges in a business-like way and ona 
basis which will give to the community not 
only the increased facilities they bring, 
but a fair share of the surplus profits to 
which the community contributes, is wise 
and just. We look tothe Municipal As- 
sembly to display some wisdom and justice 
in disposing of the franchises sought from 
its hands.

Three years 
ago when the New York WORLD, Times, Scien- 
tife American and other papers published 
notices of the enterprise and descriptions 
of the tnvention, with favorable comments, 
the writer happened to havea some business 
on the Stock Exchange and notedthat the 
publication of the Lucas project had the 
effect of lowering the price of Gould’s ral! 
and river stocks. Subsequent inguiry and in- 
formation received from inside sources de- 
veloped the repressive influence exerted by 
the Gould interests in st. Louls. 
Every effort made by the promoters 
of what the unscrupulous and astute 
mind of Gould regarded as a possible 
rival to his transportation lines, by rail and 
river, tothe Gulf and Mexican frontier was 
met with such opposition that the river- 
ocean ship scheme seems to have dropped out 
ofsight foratime. Efforts were repeatedly 
made by agents of Gould to secure control of 
the patents and franchises—first by corrupt- 
ing methods, and subsequently by attempts 
to secure possession of the stock books under 
the pretext of investing in the enterprise. 
These movements onthe pert of 
the gigantic power thatthrottles the south- 
bound commerce of St. Louls have been met 
with afirmness and determination on the 
partof thechief promoter of the enterprise 
that have resulted in the discomfture of 
those who, had they secured the control, 
would, no doubt, have tied up the enterprise 
till the patents would have expired. 

Jay Gould conld never rest while there ex- 
isted the possibility of a successful rival to 
any of his transportation lines. Now that he 
is dead, while the Lucas slip that is sofull 
of promise to St. Louls is berinning to loom 
up into activity and life, every good citizen 
hopes it is a case ofthe survival of the fittest 
and will do more for the liberation of St. 
Louls commerce than it fs in the power of 
Gould’s lines to accomplish, even if they 
were disposed to favor the business interests 
of the city one-halfas much as they promote

Tad session 
Wasa disappointment to Mr. Sweeny and 
something of a victory for the combination 
which has been forme’ by the strong street 
railway interests of the city against him. 

After Sweeny tntroduced his bill for the 
City Central Railway, John Scullin brought 
inone covering a great dealof the same 
route ,inciuding the Eighteenth street bridge, 
the most important of all the rights-of-way, 
and then seeing that the Council was seri- 
ously considering the Sweeny bill, Supt. 
Baumbhowf hurriedly put in a_i Dill, 
too, asking , for the bridge and 
some of the Hpnete in the Sweeny route. 
Then, last of all, James Campbell came in 
with a bill for part of the same route. The 
Ratlroad Committee, by the time these other 
Dilis had come in, kad concluded that the 
Sweeny bill was a good thing, and reported 
it with a recommendation for its passage. 
All the members agreed on the report. The 
Council refused to pass it, takingthe ground 
that all the  bDills asking § “for the 
bridge passage should be considered to- 
gether. This agreement was made in open 
session, and with that understanding the 
Sweeny bill went back to the Railroad Com-

SWEENY’S BIG CASH OFFER.

DANGER ALL OVER. 


Spread of Typhoid Fever Materially 
Cheeked in the City. 


RECORD FOR TO-DAY REPORTED TO THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Death Rate for the Week, andthe Number 
of Fatal Fever Cases—The Health Oxti- 
cers and the Lowell Nuilsances—Plan to 
Locate Them South of Carondelet in 
St. Louis County. 


Typhoid fever is now on the decrease and 
the Health Department authorities are now 
sanguine that the worst is over, and that the 
number of new cases will grow beautifully 
less every Gay until it disappears entirely. 
Up to noon to-day there were fity- 
eight cases, while yesterday’s record 


forthe entire day reached sixty-one. The 
total number of deaths from typhoid for the 
week ending at noon to-day was sixty-eight 
as compared with thirty-five reported 
last week. The deaths from all causes for 
the week numbered 28, an increase of 72 
over last week and 165 over the corresponding 
week ot last year. The week’s death rate 
from typhoid shows that the victims in all 
Dut a few cases ranged in ages from 15 to 2 
years. This proves that the fever Is particu- 
larly severe on the younger people. 

The sanitary inspectors have ceased 
the inspection houses, and are 
now devoting their energies to the 
suppression of nuisances. ‘The resent 
weather is not considered favorable for the 
suppression of the disease, but the authort- 
tiles consider the diminution in cases to-day 
asa very favorable turnin the matter. 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Francis reports 
that the odors emanating from the rendering 


of 


establishments which have so long offended 
the nostrils of the people of North St. Louls 
will goon be transferred to the extreme 
southern part ofthecity. Tired of the long 
fight withthe Health Department the proprie- 
tors of the obnoxious p'aces where bones and 
grease are stewed up and made to emit 
smells that shock the senses bave determined 
to migrateto points beyond the city limits 
where city sanitary inspectors are powerless 
and the inconvenience of the laws are not so 
great. Already three applications for per- 
mits to locate beyond Carondelet, 1,000 ieet 
south of the River des Peres, have been 
made. Chief Inspector Francis has been 
notified by the Council that these permits 
must be granted under the circumstances, 
and if three pioneers in the movement find 


eralremoval of the objectionable concerns 


will follow. 
City Counselor Marshall has asked the 


sanitary office fora listof persons who have 
been reported for committing nuisances in 
the city limits, and the numberof times the 
persons reported have been convicted. This 
has been furnished, and a general crusade by 
Mr. Marshall against this class of offenders is 
expected. 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Francis sends the 
Post-DIsPaTCH the following letterin rela- 
tion tothe work of the office in connection 
with the reporting of typhus cases, the re 
pairing of plumbing, sewerage, etc.

Smm—In your iseue of Thursday you publish a note 
of James TIT.

Department in not attending to the defective plumb- 
ing found tn his house @uringan examination made 
Nov. 26. In order toexpilain to Mr, Birch and for 
the information of others, who are inclined 
to find fault with the Health Department! wish to 
make astatement. since Nov. 15 the sanitary oftice 
has examined about 1,500 houses from which the 
physicians of the city have reported eases of ty phoid 
iever. This examination has occupied ail the time 
of the limited force of the sanitary office. This 
house examination was carried out to discover if 
posers the cause or causes of this sudden out- 
preak of ty phoid fever, and also to 
see what unsanitary matters could or 
should be rectified. It has been impossible to do 
more than make this examination and yesterday the 
Sanitary Office dropped the work of examining and 
took up the regular work of abating nuisances. Now 
I wish to makean explanation, which may be of use 
to citizens, at the same time explain the status of 
the Sanitary Office. It is Lot generally 
known that the tenants themselves 
are responsibie under the iawfor the nuisance ex- 
isting eu property rented by them, but such is the 
case The Health Department, inorder te relieve 
citizens’ endeavors to have a certain class of 
nulsanees remedied by the landlord or their agents; 
to have this dowethe landiord oragent is notided 
and requested to have the nuisance complained of 
attended to. Atthe same timea noti¢e is also sen- 
tothe tenant. But ifthe landlord reiuses the ten- 
antis held reaponsibie by law. To verify this statet 
ment Il herewith give an extract from an opinion of 
the Court of Appesis, argued and determined April 
10. 1876.

From the above it is plain to be seea whom the 
law holds responsibie insuch cases. This derision, 
however, the lower courts of our city have heid 
dves not apply to tenement houses where a landiord 
lets to several tenalLts giving all the common use of 
yara, outbuildings, ete. In these cases the exclusive 
control is notin the tenant and the courts have heid 
that the landlord is responsibie, Kut where a single 
tenart occupies a single piece of property he alone 
is responsibie, so that often the delay in having the 
nuisance abated is caused by the Health Department 
endeavoring to have the matter remedied 
by appealing to the Isndlord or agent to bave this 
work done, If the landlord refuses proceedings must 
be had agaiust the tenant, who has the aiternative of 
complying with the order of the Health Commis- 
sioner or moving out of the house. In justice to the 
estate ageuts I must say, hardly without an 
exception they do their best to have all reasonable 
requests attended to, but it frequently happens that 
the agent must consult the jandiord and obtain wis 
consent to having the work done, aud in doing 
this some time is lost.

EXCHANGE RECOMMENDATIONS 


Some Resolutions to Be Presented to the 
National Board of Trade. 

Ata meeting held yesterday by the Board of 
Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange it was 
resolved to recommend the following resoiu- 
tions to the National Board of Trade: 


The construction of the Nicaragua Canal 
will shorten distance between the Atlantic 
and Pacific ports 10,000 miles, and will be of 
conspicuous benefitto the commercial inter- 
estofthe United States, and invaluable for 
national defense; it will open up the trade of 
China, Japan and othe, countries of Asia, 
and all the Pacific coast of Mexico and South 
America; it will be a continuance of the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River and prove 
a most potent factor in the regulation of 
freight rates. 

Resoved, That the United States Government, 
throuxh Congress, is requested to give such finan- 
cial aid te this great project aud obtain that gov- 
ernmental control and protection so necessary for 
the peace and prosperity of our country. This aid 
aud encouragement should now be given and thus 
make the construction of the Nicaragua Canal and 
its opening sure in the near future, 

The maintenance of a well-disciplined 
militia is the safeguard of the country in 
peace and inwar. This militia will be the 
nucleus of the army for defense againsta 
foreign ememy and its officers and men the 
educated and disciplined force ready at the 
call of the country.

PITTSBURG, Pa. , Dec. 8.—Mayor Gourley this 
morning addressed a long communication to 
Chief Brown of the Department of Public 
Safety, with reference to the order of the lat- 
ter issued tothe police yesterday, Dy Means 
of which the houses of ill-repute were again 
opened last night. In his letter Mayor Gour- 
ley says: 

My order to you of Nov. 30 did not direct you to 
eject the inmates of houses of ill-fame, it simply and 
only directed you te enforce the law againstall 
houses of ill-reputein the city. This law only con- 
victs after examination and hearing and does not 
profess to invest vou or me with 
despotic ower to banish into the streets 


and make 
ill fame without arrest, examination and swearing. 
And evenafter conviction upon such examination

and hearmng it does not impose a sentence of eject- 
mentfrom the house, but a fine, and in delauit of 
payment imprisonment. Your sole power in the 
premises under the law is to ‘‘arrest every keeper 
and avon? person found insuch houses and take them 
before the police magistrates for examination and 
hearing.’’ Inasmuch as these houses of shame for five 
yeara havo been alluwed by your department to live 
and foyrish, it would produce cruel and unneces- 
sary suffering to at oncd or upon a few hours’ notice 
fill the patrol wagon with prisoners, many of whom 
certainly would be unable to pay their fines. As you 
have ied these women to believe they could conduct 
their business in this city with 
safety, I would suggest that you serve notice 
upon them that aftera reasonable time. sufficient 
time to aliow them to arrange for shelter elsewhere, 
a week if you please, you will enforce the law by 
arresting from day to day every inmate or keeper o 
such house and leave it to the police 
inagistrates to inflict the -rentence the 
law upon such as may be found guiliy. 

The Mayor also refers Chief Brown to the 
act of the Assembly which provides that all 
keepers of bawdy houses shall be adjudged 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding 
$1,000, and to undergo an imprisonment not 
exceeding two years.

One day it Is foggy and close. the next warm 
and pleasant, whiletne third may be cold 
and raw, withthe fourth clear, bright and 
bracing. The influence of the weather is 
percéptible on men, but more so on the 
horses. This has at length dawned upon 
turfmen and all cheerfully admit that winter 
racing is a gamble, not a trial of speed. 

BLITZEN, THE CAST-IRON HORSE. 

Blitzen is called the cast-iron horse by the 
New York turf writers. Day after day he 
racesin the mud, slush, and over frozen 
tracks, and wins a good spare Of his races.

Proposed Ship Canal Between the Lakes 
and the Sea. 


DuLuTH, Minn., Dec, 3.—Secretary Thomp- 
sonof the Chamber of Commerce has pre- 
pared his letter calling fora convention to 
consider the construction of a ship canal 
\through American territory from the great 
‘lakes tothe Hudson River, and thus to the 
sea. In it he says: Commercial consider- 
ations sink into insignificance in comparison 
with the importance of this waterway 
as an essential portion of national de- 
fenses and a safeguard to national 
honor. Inside of five years Canada will 
have a waterway 14 feet deep through her 
own territory all the way from Lake Superior 
to the sea. Her vessels and her commerce 
can then go unhindered out from the heart 
of the continent, over all oceans, to the 
markets of the world, while there are more 
than 150 warships in the English navy which 
a depth of 14 feet would suffice to bring into 
the lakes from thesea. Is it not best that 
such convention, if called, be held soon after 
the Christmas holidays in Washington, so 
that the attention of Congress may be 
directly and forcibly-callea to the necessity 
for immediate action and needed legisiation 
may be secured before the present Congress 
expires by limitation.
